Mr. Swisher, who has proven a 
very efficient traffic man, states 


that he is a candidate for sheriff, 
but indications are that he’s not the 
only one in the county, for friends 
of J. F. Sawyer, Upland’s constable 
and city marshal, insist that he be 
a candidate while others mentioned 
about the county are W. A. Shay, 
F. G. McClain, John Nish and Sid 
Horton, famous throughout the 
county as supervisor and often re- 
ferred to as the watchdog of the 
treasury from the Mission district. 

And along the line it looks like 
there would be many candidates for 
every county office, for friends of 
Harry Allison, county recorder, want 
him to be the county’s next clerk 
and ex-officio recorder, while Red- 
lands advances M. W. H. Williams, 
present treasurer and _ ex-officio, tax 
collector, and who else wants to 
serve the people in the different ca- 
pacities of the county government

Such is the championship of the 
gopher snake and the barn owl giv- 
en by the University of California 
in a bulletin on “The Control of the 
Pocket Gopher in California,’ writ- 
ten by Joseph Dixon, of the Museum 
of Vertebrate Zoology, and E. Ralph 
de Ong, of the agricultural experi- 
ment station, just issued by the uni- 
versity and obtainable free by writ- 
ing to the College of Agriculture at 
Berkeley. 

The gopher does more damage in 
California than any other animal— 
not excepting the ground squirrel or 
the coyote. People should not make 
the mistake of killing the mole 
which is a helpful creature living on 
worms, grubs, and insects. But the 
gnawing gopher deserves a sentence 
of death. The field notes concern- 
ing the 2100 specimens of gophers 
in the university’s Museum of Ver- 
tebrate Zoology> show that a mother

the gopher. A pair of nesting barn 
owls will catch from three to six! 
gophers a day for their brood. |

The best time 
to trap and poison gophers, there- 
fore, is soon after the green vegeta- 
tion starts, in early winter or 
spring. The destruction of a female 
then means the prevention of per- 
haps a dozen gophers of the next 
season. 

For poisoning gophers, Mr. de 
Ong recommends a bait mixed in the 
following proportions: to eight 
quarts of chopped sweet potatos, 
parsnips, or carrots, add a half pint 
of flour paste, a quarter of an ounce 
of powdered strychnine alkaloid, and 
a sixteenth of an ounce of saccha- 
rine—to conceal the bitterness of the 
strychnine. This poisoned bait 
should be in pieces large enough so 
that the gopher must eat it at once, 
instead of putting it in  fur-lined 
cheek-pockets to carry to his store- 
house, where the poison would soon 
lose its strength. The poisoned bait 
should be placed in the main run- 
way. 

Traps, also, should be placed in 
the main runway, and not in the 
lateral which leads to the surface. 
To protect himself against his nat- 
ural enemy, the gopher snake, na- 
ture’s own gopher trap, the gopher 
closes the lateral with earth and so 
is likely to throw out poisoned bait 
placed in the lateral, or to spring a 
trap placed in a lateral by pressure 
of the earth which he pushes ahead 
of him in blocking the open hole. 
After putting poison or traps in a 
runway, the tops of the gopher 
mounds should be kicked off, so that 
newly made mounds will show next 
day where the gophers have not 
been destroyed. 

Carbon bisulphide may be used to 
destroy gophers, but caution is need- 
ed, since it is inflammable and ex- 
plosive.

An official of the Fisk Rubber 
company advises every motorist to 
carry a sundry kit in his car at all 
times. In recommending this he 
suggests a situation which is likely 
to occur with any motorist even 
though he is one who carries a 
spare tire mounted and ready for 
instant use. “Supposing a car picks 
up a nail and the driver is obliged 
to call his spare into action ,it is 
quite possible that there might be 
another nail somewhere further along 
the road, and if he should be so un- 
fortunate as to pick up the second 
nail also, he would find himself with 
one tire flat and no additional spare 
available. 

“In such a case there would be 
nothing for him to do except roll up 
his sleeves and change his tire right 
there on the roadside. With no ad- 
ditional tube available, his only re- 
course would be to make temporary 
repairs on one of the punctured 
tubes. Right there is where the 
sundry kit proves its value. An 
emergency tube patch costing only 
a cent or two would enable him to 
repair the injury temporarily and 
continue on his journey after only a 
slight delay. The moral! is, provide 
your car with an adequate sundry 
kit and you will always be equipped 
to enjoy motoring to the full.

TO AID IN WORK 


Ps BS 


With more than 17,000 signs on 
the roads of Southern California and 
the transcontinental highways, the 
task of the Automobile Club of 
Southern California in keeping these 
“up-to-the-minute” and in _ constant 
repair is a gigantic one, and to fa- 
cilitate the club’s work along this 
line a general call has been issued 
by the directors of the organization 
to all members for assistance in the 
matter. 

But it is also pointed out by Sec- 
retary S. L. Mitchell that every mo- 
torist who uses the highways is vi- 
tally interested in the maintenance 
of the guide posts whether a mem- 
ber of the club or not, and for that 
reason it is suggested that every au- 
tomobile owner in the southern part 
of the state, and every eastern visi- 
tor, appoint himself a committee of 
one to make personal reports to the 


tion of the signs. 

Road conditions and the routes 
themselves change quite rapidly in 
the West and a club sign that is ac- 
curate one day may be misleading 
within a week thereafter by reason 
of a change in the road location or 
because of road improvement. 

Moreover, and much ag it is to be 
regretted, the organization has al- 
ways to contend with the so-called 
“sportsman” to whom the signs pre- 
sent tempting opportunity to test his 
marksmanship in lieu of better 
game. Also, accidents may occur 
that result in damage or destruction 
of sign-posts or signs. 

To make weekly inspection of all 
not be wholly inspected every month, 
with the consequence that many 
signs, although bearing a relatively 
small proportion to the total num- 
ber, become damaged, are defaced 
or are misleading, with the result 
that the organization may be roundly 
criticized for one such error by any 
motorist. 

It is for these reasons that the 
automobile club asks its memvers and 
of the club’s signs is an obvious im- 
possibility for the road force, point 
out club officials. Even with the ef- 
ficient assistance of all branch of- 
fice managers and their employees 
the sign system in its entirety can- 
all public-spirited automobile own- 
ers to inform it whenever damaged 
or misleading signs come to atten- 
tion. Likewise, wherever necessary 
signs within the club’s territory are 
lacking, motorists will confer a 
great favor, state the officials, if 
they will furnish definite information 
concerning such oversight. 

There is no service department of 
the automobile club that so im- 
presses the Eastern tourist as the 
club’s sign system, and this in itself 
is an important reason why motor- 
ists should assist in making it alto- 
gether complete and always accu- 





In all cases of reports, it is neces- 


nished concerning the exact location 
of damaged or misleading signs, and 
that accurate data for such signs be 
supplied. Communications bearing 
such information should be sent to 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
California in care of the secretary or 
to any of the branch officials. Im- 
mediate attention will be given to all 
such notices received.

man government, but they desire | 
no reprisals upon the German peo- 
ple, who have themselves suffered 
all things in this war, which they 
did not choose. They believe that 
peace should rest upon the rights of 
peoples, not the rights of govern- 
ments—the rights of peoples great 
or small, weak or powerful—their 
equal right to freedom and security 
and self government and to a par- 
ticipation, upon fair terms, in the 
economic opportunities of the world 
—the German people of course in-! 
‘cluded, if they will accept equality 
and not seek domination. 

“The test, therefore, of every plan 
of peace is this: Is it based upon 
the faith of all the people involved 
or merely upon the word of an ambi- 
tious and intriguing government, on 
the one hand, and of a group of 
free peoples on the other? This is 
a test which goes to the root of the 
matter; and it is the test which 
must be applied. 

“The purposes of the United 
States in this war are known to 
the whole world—to every people to 
whom the truth has been permitted 
to come. They do not need to be 
stated again. We seek no material 
advantag of any kind. We believe 
that the intolerable wrongs done in 
this war by the furious and brutal 
power of the imperial German gov- 
ernment ought to be repaired, but 
not at the expense of the sover- 
eignty of any people—rather a vin- 
dication of the sovereignty, both of 
those that are weak and those that 
are strong. Punitive damages, the 
dismemberment of empires, the es- 
tablishment of selfish and _  exclu- 
sive economic leagues, we deem in- 
expedient and in the end worse than 








futile, no proper basis for a peace 
of any kind, least of all for an en- 
during peace. That must be based 
upon justice and fairness and the 
common rights of mankind. 

“We cannot take the word of the} 
present rulers of Germany as 4a 
guarantee of anything that is to 
endure unless explcitly supported 


by such conclusive evidence of the 
will and purpose of the German peo- 
ple themselves as the other peoples 
of the world would be justified in 
accepting. Without such guarantees, 
treaties of settlement, agreements for 
disarmament, covenants to set up 
arbitration in the place of force, ter- 
ritorial adjustments, reconstitutions 
of small nations, if made with the 
German government, no man, no na- 
tion could now depend on. We 
must await some new evidence of 
the purposes of the great peoples of 
the Central Powers. God grant it 
may be given soon and in a way to 
{restore the confidence of all peoples 
|everywhere in the faith of nations 
jand the possibility of a covenanted 
| peace. |
